As discussed with Mr. Sean Myers-Payne during the telephonic interview on 
3/13/2007, the claims are allowed because the Office interprets the limitation "solidified, 
chemically fixed" in claims 1 and 6 also modifies "cells", not just "tumor tissues". 

. The instant claims would have been rejected under provisional ODP with claims 
6-15 of Application No. 10/520,708 and claims 1-5, 7, and 8 of Application No
